Repor! of R 
Meeting of The 
Town Councillors 


Ve town councillors held their 
regular monthy meeting last week in 
the town office. 

A letter had been received from the 
Department of Public Works, Calgary, 
advising the town to go ahead with 
the beautifying of the Post Office 
grounds, ‘fhe sum of $199.50 and $10 
a year for caretaking had been 
passed, 

The matter of supplying water for 
the Indian Keserve for irrigation was 
again discussed, but as there was not 
sufficient information on hand it was 
suggested that the town engneer get 
in touch: with Mr. Pugh and ascertain 
the amount of water to be used; the 
amount of*tproperties to be irrigated 
and to bring in a report a the next 
meeting. 

Mr. R, P. Medhurst waited on th 
council im connection with drilling ga 
wells to supply the town with gas. 

He explained that he had made ar 
rangements to drill one or two weil: 
in Bassano and expected to start with 
in two weeks. He stated they hau 
given him a 20 year franchise to sell 
gas in Bassano for putting the gus 
into the town, The town, he said, 
would have no expense whatever. 

If given permission to drill a gas 
wel] were and he found gas, it would 
be necessary to hold a iplebscite and 
vote on the franchise, The price the 
consumer would pay is not set by 
himself The Utility Board sets the 
price the consumer pays. 'T'here would 
be no expense to tlie town whatever, 
all he asks is that if he gets gas 
that the Town of Gleichen give hin 
a franchise to sell the gas. 

The mayor asked tie council if 
there was any reason why this man 
should not be wiven permission to 
drill for gas here and be given first 
chance of supplying the town witn 
gas, The council were all in favor, 

The secretary was instructed to 
write the Town of Bassano and ask 
for a copy of the agreement between 
the town and Mr, Medhurst. 

A letter had been received from 
the Canadian National Instiue of the 
Blind asking permisson to hold a tag 
day in Gleichen on Sept 20th, ‘The 
council ruled against this for if grant- 
ed there would be no end of requests 
for tag days.

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Wheat Policy 


(Alberta Wiheat Pool Budget) 

The passage of the years has de- 
veloped a curious situation with re- 
gard to the selling of Canadian wheat. 
Seventeen years ago the wheat Pool: 
were being belabored the length ana 
breadth of Canada by the grain trad. 
for trying to “hold up” the Britis 
consumers, The trade in the United 
Kingdom and in Europe joined in tie 
chorus, and it was éven stated that 
British millers were boycotting Can- 
adian wheat because of the tactics 
of the Wheat Pools, 

The price of wheat then was about 
$1.25 a bushel. At that time Great 
Britain was a relatively prosperous 
nation and the same could be said of 
continental Europe. Food was in fair 
abundance and there was no starva- 
tion in Europe. 

Seventeen years ago Wheat Pool 
opponents were stating that the oper- 
ations of the Poo] organizations woald 
result in heavily increased taxation in 
Canada, At that time the federal 
tax impositions were comparatively 
light, and the income tax in particu- 
lar amounted to very little, Right 
now Canadians are being taxed at a 
high rate. 

The Wheat Pools cre now being ac 
cused by the supporters of speculative 
marketing of holding down the price 
of Canadian wheat. ‘They sate that 
if Canadian wheat had brought world 
prices last crop year it would have 
meant an additional revenue of from 
$100 million to $125 million for wheat 
‘producers, 

It is now contended by the grain 
trade that all the taxpayers of Can- 
ada should be forced to contribute 
additional sums in the form of taxes 
to bring the price level of Canadian 
wheat up to that prevailing through- 
out the world, 

Farm people should not be led 
astray by the subtle and unfounded 
arguments of thie supporters of specu- 
lative grain marketing, ‘What the 
Wheat Pools sought from the federal 
government was a floor price for 


years, In that they were supported by 
virtually every farm organization, as 
well as other groups of public men. 
The long hiistory of grain market- 
ing in Western Canada shows that 
Speculation gives no stability. It is 
built upon the vagaries of a great 
host of small speculators who hope- 
lessly engage in a gamble in which 
uve most of them are bound to lose in 
the end, It plunges the wheat pro- 
ducers into a wild whilrigig of prica 
variations, with continual uncertain- 
ty and anxiety, 

The Wheat Pools, as mentioned be- 
fore, desired a floor price for wheat. | 
In order to provide same the federal! 
government entered into a forward 
contract with Britain to deliver 600 
million bushels of wheat over a four 
year period at bottom prices ranging , 
from $1.55. to $1.00 a bushel, On the| 
basis of this contract the federal gov- 
ernment guaranteed to the producer 
a bottom price of $1.85 o bushel up 
until July 31, 1950, Wheat is sold in 
Canada for domestic consumption on 
the same basis, Other countries im- 
porting Canadian wheat pay goinx 
world prices, 

The United Kingdom is in no 
financial shape to pay higher prices 
for imported wheat. ‘To be frank, the 
United Kingdom is on the verge of 
financial, ‘bankruptcy, and it is 
probable that the grain Canada is 
now selling to her on credit will 
eventually be paid for out of the 
Dominion treasury. The British, proud 
of their high position in the pre-yar 
world, may not like this statement 
but it is the truth. i 

Under such circumstances there is 
something in favor of a larger pay- 
ment for wheat out of the Dominion 
treasury, This can readily be done 
without the resumption of speculative 
warketing, But to ask Britain, in 
the face of the terrible economie crisis 
in which that country now finds itselt 
to pay more for wheat, is to assume 
a position of avarice and greed such 
as certainly has not been characteris- 
tic of Canadians in the past. 

In this country it 1s interesting to 
note the attitude of a certain grain 
trade propagandist. One week he 
writes “tear jerkers” about the un- 
fortunate British and the mext week 
he is trying to soak them $2.63 a 
bushel for the wheat they need in 
order to keep alive, 

(Farmers should not forget that the 
British wheat market is the most im- 
porant in the world, that the British

Frozen Lemon Crunch 
tablespoons butter of mild flav- 
oured fat 
cups corn flakes or all wheat 
flakes 
tablespoons brown sugar 
cup chopped nutmeats 
eggs, separated 
cup sugar 
tablespoons lemon juice 
cup whipping cream 

Melt butter in heavy frying pan. 
Crush cereal into fine crumbs; stir 
into melted butter with brown sugar 
and nutmeats. Cook, stirring con- 
stantly, until sugar melts and cara- 
melizes slightly. Cool. 

Beat egg yolks and sugar in top of 
double boiler until thick and creamy. 
Cook over hot water about 5 minutes, 
stirring constantly. Stir in’ lemon 
juice; cool. 

Beat egg whites until stiff; fold in 
the cooled egg yolk mixture and 
whipped cream. Pour into freezing 
tray which has been lined with wax- 
ed paper. Sprinkle crunch mixture 
over top. Freeze until firm. Cut in 
squares Yield: 8 servings.

Years ago, in Western Australia, 
the biggest, million-square-mile Aus- 


«| tralian State, ballots were distributed 


and returned by what was known as 
the Mulga Mail. It was named after

Dwarf Bunt of Wheat 
(A Warning) 

“Dwarf Bunt” is a smut disease 
of wheat. It is caused by a strain 
of the smut fungus which causes 
ordinary bunt or stinking smut of 
wheat. The most disturbing fact 
about Dwarf Bunt is that it cannot 
be controlled by secd treatment. It 
is carried over from year to year in 
the soil. 

In recent years, Dwarf Bunt has 
become a real menace to wheat pro- 
duction in the Northwestern United 
States, Although Dwarf Bunt is not 
known with certainty to occur in 
Canada, its widespread and coctruc- 
tive occurrence in the Ststes of 
Washington, Idaho, and Montana 
presents an immediate an‘l scrious 
threat to winter wheat preduc ‘97 in 
Western Canada. ¢ 

Symptoms. The symptoms caused 
by Dwarf Bunt are quite distinct 
from those of ordinary bunt. or 
stinking smut of wheat. The most 
striking symptom of Dwarf Bunt is 
the marked dwarfing of the affected 
plants. Such plants may vary from 
three inches to twenty inches in 
height. ¥It is this stunting of the 
plants which gives the disease its 
name. The heads of plants affected 
by Dwarf Bunt are bleached and 
usually curved and, instead of 
healthy kernels of grain, small round 
‘bunt balls’ are formed in the heads. 
The bunt balls caused by Dwarf 
Bunt are smaller and more firm than 
those of ordinary bunt. 

Identification. All present and 
prospective growers of winter wheat 
in Western Canada should learn to 
identify Dwarf Bunt. If you can, 
there is no danger of sheltering this 
dangerous enemy on your farm. 
Furthermore, be sure that any seed 
you bring on your farm is free from 
all bunt infection. If you are in 
doubt, have your seed tested for 
smut by Line Elevators Farm 
Service, or some other reliable smut- 
testing laboratory. Get in touch 
with any Line Elevator agent and he 
will tell you how this can be done. 

We urgently request farmers, 
grain buyers, and others to send 
specimens of Dwarf Bunt, or samples 
of any suspicious cases, to the nearest, 
Dominion Laboratory of Plant 
Pathology (Winnipeg, Saskatoon, or 
Edmonton), or to Line Elevators 
Farm Service, Winnipeg, for identi- 
fication.
